In Tsukamoto et al. t the clutch CL in Figure 3 is an engaging and disengaging element disposed between the ring gear R connected to 
the rotor 51 of the generator/motor M1 and the sun gear S connected to the output shaft 12 of the internal combustion engine 11. The 
work output from the engine and/or the motor is sent to a transmission 21 via an output shaft 19. As shown in Figure 6-7, the cluctch CL 
is utilized to engage or disengage at least one of the engine and the generator/motor based on parameters such as engine speed Ne, 
output speed No, generator/motor speed Nm1, and vehicle speed V. Therefore, Tsukamoto et al. clearly taught a clutch for performing 
the connection and disconnection of the transmission of the power between the generator connected to the engine and to the motor.
